Two buildings, ‘one in Torrance
and one east of the city, were de-
stroyed by fire Tuesday. The
Torrance Volunteer Fire Depart-
ment answered both calls, but in
each case the flames had gained
such headway that the boys con-
fined their efforts to saying ad-
pacent buildings.

The first call was from the Car-
son ranch on Normandie avenue
Tuesday . morning, when a dairy
building caught fire- in an unde-
termined manner. When the ‘de-
partment arrived the building was
almost destroyed, but a large barn
was -in danger. The firemen saved
the barn and the stock. The loss
was ahout $1000.

In the afternoon a call came in
from West Torrance, north of Re-
dondo boulevard and near the Re-
dondo _line, where a dwelling of
Japanes¢ was ablaze.
